MULVIRILL SAYS 
HE SLEW COLLINS 
N SELF -DEFENSE 


Express Company Em- 
ployee on Stand Relates 
Incidents Leading Up. 
To Fatal Quarrel. 


The story of personal animosity be- 
tween sworn friends that mounted to 
a fatal climax last May in the slay- 
ing of Frank W. Col __, Southeastern 
Express clerk, .was related Wednes- 
day afternoon by R. H. Mulvihill, self- 
confessed slayer and Bible class secre- 
tary, toa jury in Judge John D. Hum- 
phrey’s court. 

Twenty-six witnesses, with which 
the state sought to establish pre- 
meditated murder, were put up dur- 
ing the day. The defense rested its 
case on the statement of Mutvihill, 
which the state’s witnesses corrobo- 
rated in many instances, Final argu- 
ments will be heard this morning. 

Mulvihill, slender, dark and smil- 
ing, showed his only sign of emotion 
when he branded as “lies” statements 
to the effect that he had cursed Col- 
lins. “I never, took the Lord’s name 
in vain,” he vehemently declared to 
the jury. 

Testimony was to the effect that 
Collins had knocked Mulvihill down 
four times and was choking him when 
Mulvihill produced a knife and swung 
the fatal blow while flat on his back.

the day the crime was committed, two 
automobiles drove into Fairmount 
and bought gas. One car, he said, 
was driven by Hoyt Evans and the 
other by Lindsey Evans. Chambers 
said he did not see the dead body -of 
the officer in either car. 

The testimony was in line with the 
state’s contention that Hoyt Evans 
aided his brother in disposin; of the 
body of Cape, which was found on 
the following Monday morning by a 
hunter near ‘Adairsville, 40 miles from 
the scene of the killing, which was in 
southern Pickens. 

May Close Today. 

The trial, which is being held be- 
fore Judge John S. Wood, of the 
Blue Ridge circuit superior court, ad- 
journed at o'clock tonight until 
Thursday morning, when the state will 
resume introdncing witnesses. The

Believed May Have Gone 

to Savannah; Relatives 
Can Assign No Reason 
for Trip. 


With several baffling features at- 
tending his mysterious disappearance 
Monday afternoon, foul play is feared 
for Ezra KE. Jackson, 35. proprietor of 
a garage on Main street, between East 
Point and College Park, by relatives 
and J. D. Bazemore of the Fulton 
‘tower, who are conducting a vigorous 
‘search for the missing man. 

Items in the strange disappearance 
which puzzled investigators, were the 
delivery of Jackson's car .Monday 
night to the residetice of a former 
‘negro employee of Jackson, with the 
message that Jackson had gone _ to 
Savannah, although relatives could as- 
sign no reason for a visit to that city. 
Also Jacksou had on his person more 
than &200 in cash when last seen. 

Jackson was last seen at 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon in a barber shop 
on Dryor street, near the courthouse. 
He had been at the courthouse all day, 
investigation revealed, awaiting the 
trial of “Choe” Smith, a \negro, 
charged with receiving stolen goods, 
and for whom Jackson was to appear 
as a character witness. Smith had 
been formerly employed by Jackson. 

A friend of Jackson’s from Fayette 
county had gope on Smith's bond, and 
Smith was the last person to see Jack- 
son in the barber shop on Monday and 
at that time Jackson told Smith to go 
hom@ and return to the courthouse at 
'S. o'clock the next (Tuesday) morning.

Washington, September 28.— 
Charges that the heads of the British. 
German and French central banks in- 
duced the Federal Reserve banks of 
the United States to reduce their re 
discount rate in order to drive money 
to Europe is generally regarded in 
Washington as certain to resnit in a 
congressional investigation of the af- 
fair. 

Members of the federal reserve 
board, it is learned, expect there will 
be an investigation and that they will 
be subpoenaed to testify. They are 
preparing to defend the reduction of 


the rate as well as the action of the 
board in forcing the Chicago Reserve 
bank to lower the rate against its 


will, 
Reduction of the re-discount rate in 


the United States engineered by Sir 
Montagu Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England, it is said, represents 
a profitable deal and a neat saving 
for the British government. Had our 
rate not been reduced and had tlie 
withdrawal of international invest- 
ment funds from London continued 
London would have been compelled to 
borrow heavily in order to sustain 
sterling exchange on a gold payment 
basis. That would have been a costly 
recourse.

When Mrs. Helen T. Gardener, wide- 
ly known artist, lecturer and fem- 
inist, died in 1925 she leftvher brain 
to Cornell university for use as a 
basis of study and research in this 
unexplored branch of science. 

For two years Dr. K. W. Papez, 
curator of the Wilder brain collection 
at the uhivyersity, worked with Mrs. 
Gardener's brain, comparing it with 
the best male brains in the collection, 
including those of doctors, lawyers; 
professors and naturalists. 

In his findings, soon to be published 
by the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington, Dr, Papez declared that 
“in the structure of her own brain 
Mrs. Gardener has presented abund- 


ant evidence that the brain of a wom | 


an need not be inferior to that of a 
man of equal rank. 

“My study definitely substantiates 
her lifelong contention that, given the 
same. environment, woman's brains 
are the equal of men’s.’’ 


“In its entire organization,” Dr. 
Papez--continues, “it reveals a wealth 
of cortical substance or gray matter 
that is only equalled, but not exceed- 
ed by the best brains in the Cornell 
collection.” 


The collection of brains in the -Cor- 
nell laboratories are neatly labelled, 
but because of the sensitiveness 
relatives of those who have. willed 
them to science the names are close- 
ly guarded. 

Mrs. Gardener, however, was eager 


that the report of the scientists who 
fexamined her brain be made public 


because she was certain’ it would sup- 
port her claim of mental equality. 

The unique collection of several doz- 
en brains at Cornell was started by 
the late Dr. Burt G. Wilder during 
the nineteenth century. At that time 
he issued an appeal for the brains of 
intellectual leaders. Mrs. Gardener 
voy her brain to the collection in

President Woodrow Wilson, as a 
recognition of her services, appointed 
Mrs. Gardener in 1920 the first woman 
member of the United States civil serv- 
ice commission, and she held this office 
until the time of her death in August, 
1925, at the age of 72.

Are winners pf America’s greatest 
beauty contests permanent or falling 
stars? 

The controversy has been brought 
to the foreground by the National 
Council of Catholic Women, in con- 
ference here, in a movement con- 
demning the beanty pageants as detri- 
mental to the nation’s morals and of 
no real value to the winners them- 
selves, 

In a survey to ascertain what be- 
comes of the Miss Amerieas after 
winning the highest beauty honors, 
the United News. discovered that the 
permanent value of the victory is un- 
questionably negligible. 

Not a single winner in the famous 
Atlantic City pageant has been ac- 
cepted as a star in either stage or 
screen, Where one might expect their 
beauty to have the greatest value. All 
have flitted across the front pages of 
America’s newspapers, comet-like, and 
comet-like have faded. 

Only One Suecess. 


Only one since the national beauty 
contest started in 1921 has achieved 
any sort of success and that one— 
Miss Margaret Gorman, Miss America 
in 1921—by marriage, to a prominent 
Washington real estate man. 

The rest of them have taken their 
few thousand dollars, earned by in- 
dorsing tooth pastes and other na- 
tional products and through short 
stage engagements, their expensive 
wardrobes and unquest*oned lovely 
faces and figures and gone back to 
existences as hum-drum as the ones 
which they left to capture America’s 
grentest beauty prize. Most of the 
money which they earn goes for trav- 
eling expenses, press agents and inci- 
dentals so that they have nothing left 
but the empty ‘honors. 

Mrs. Victor Cahill, of Washington, 
formerly Miss Gorman, the first Miss 
America, does not believe the contests 
as they are conducted today are 
worth it.

Miss Fay Lampier, the beauty win- 
ner in 1925. made some money in the 
movies, in which she was experienced 
before her Atlantic City success. For 
a time she conducted a beauty cul- 
ture studio in Oakland, Cal, and 
later went on a tour with a beauty 
show. Her earnings are said to have 
not been greatly increased’ because of 
her title as Miss America.

When Woodrow Wilson came to At- 
lanta in 1881 to obtain admission to 
the bar he and I became quite in- 
timate.

I advised him to get Ben Pitman’s 
book and begin the study, offering to 
coach him along until he grasped the 
principles and graphics of the art, and 
would need only to speed his practice.

Soon afterwards he removed from 
Atlanta, but some years later when

his reading of them.

DUKES PLAN 10 SPEND 
25 MILLION ON POWER 


Charlotte, N. C., September 28.— 
(P)—Announcement that a program 
of construction involving the expen- 
diture of $25,000,000 will be under- 


taken by the Duke interests was made 
at headquarters -of the organization 
here today. , 

Details of the projects to be under- 
taken in developing electrical power in 
Carolinas were not made 
known but it was stated that the work 
is a part of a $100.000.000 program 
of construction for which W. 8. Lee, 
head of the Duke enterprises, has 
plans on his desk. 

The announcement said that the in- 
dustrial development in North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina during the 
past year has been more than double 
that anticipated and that much addi- 
tional construction will be necessary 
in 1928 to meet. the growing demand 
for hydro-electric power. The average 
increase in demand for electric energy 
in the two states, it was stated, has 
been nine per cent a yeat in recent 
years but during 1927 it has been 
twenty per cent more than in 1926 
and the present load carried by the 
transmission lines of the organization 
will amount to 1,600,000,000 kilowatt 
hours annually. 

It was added that in 1929 many 
millions will be spent for new power 
projects but that the program for that 
vear has not been worked ont. The 
1930 program will not be quite so 
large. the statement said, as would 
otherwise be necessary, due to the fact 
that the great project of the Barstow 
interests near Saluda, S. C., will be 
placed in operation in that year and 


half of the power generated there’ will 
he available for transmission over the 
lines of the Southern Power company, 
one of the Duke enterprises.

In Atlanta Superintendent of 
Schools Willis A. Sutton will be re- 
quested to proclaim a holiday for all

In case efforts to 
have the children released from classes 
for, the entire day fail, it will be 
asked that they he excused long 
enough to attend the reception exer- 
CISeSs. 

All attempts to commercialize the 
visit of Lindbergh will be vigorously 
discouraged by the committee, Alder- 
man W. B. Hartsfield, chairman of 
Candler field committee, stated, who 
further stated that several advertis- 
ing and ‘money-making’ schemes had 
already been called to his attention. 

‘The commercialization of the Lind- 
bergh visit is forbidden by the pro- 
visions of the Daniel Guggenheim 
of 
aeronautics, which is financing the 
country-wide tour of Lindbergh. 

Special police and fire protection 
will be made necessary on ‘“Lin¢e- 
bergh day” by the immense throngs 
which are expected, Mr. Hallman said. 
Soldiers will be stationed at Candler 
field to prevent the crowds from over. 
running the field, as was the case 
in the European cities which were 
visited by Lindbergh. 

Fast Parade Specified. 

The schedule outlined by Mr. Hall- 
man provides that the parade proceed 
from Candler field, either by Stewart 
avenue or via College Park, East Point 
and Fort McPherson to a point near 
the state capitol, where the parade 
will form. The Guggenheim founda- 
tion has specified that: this parade 
must move at a speed of not. less 
than 15 miles an hour, and it will 
move at this pace to Piedmont park, 
where some form of public ceremony 


may be staged, or directly to the gov- 


ernor’s mansion. 
The Guggenheim regulations specify 


-that Lindbergh must be allowed to 


spend the rest of the afternoon in 
rest, and he will be entertained by 
Mrs. Hardman, prior to the public re- 
ception in his honor at the auditorium 
in the evening, at an old-fashioned 
Georgia “home-linner,” which will be 
attended by only a few officials.

RIGHT 10 INDICT BANK 


The Georgia supreme court, in a 
decision Wednesday, upheld the right 
of a grand jury to indict alone the 
president of a bank which has become 
insolvent and declared the provisions 
of se¢tion 28 ar article 20 of the state 
banking act of 1919 not violative of 
the fourteenth amendment of the con- 
stitution of the United States, 


The decision came in an affirmed 
judgment in the case of Snead versus 
the state,in which A.’ K. Snead, for- 
mer president of the Citizens State 
bank, of Carrollton, Ga., was indict- 
ed, charged with causing fraudulent 
insolveney of the bank. ‘The superior 
court’s overruling of a demurrer in 
the case was upheld by the supreme 
court, 

Section 28 of article 20 of the 
banking act declares that “every in- 
solvency of a bank shall be deemed 
fraudulent’ and that the president 
and directors shall be severally pun- 
ished, their imprisonment not to be 


10 years. ‘The section further pro- 
vides that under charge of violation 
of the section, the defendant may 
repel the presumption of fraud by 
showing that the affairs of the bank 
have been fairly and legally adminis- 
tered and “generally with the same 
eare and diligence that agents re- 
ceiving commissions for their services 
are required by law to observe.” The 
section stipulates that upon such a 
showing the jury shall acquit. 
Burden Upon Defendant. 

The decision declares “the burden 
of showing that the acts of the accused 
‘were not the cause of the insolvency 
is cast upon the defendant.”

ment in 1925 the London government 
obtained a $200,000,000 eredit at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
and a $100,000,000 credit extended 
by New York private bankers, both 


for the purpose of stabilizing sterling j. 


exchange. The British government 
guaranieed payment of whatever 
amount this credit might be used with 
interest varying from four to six «per 
cent. As it turned out none of the 
$200.000,000 credit was required up 
to January 1, 1927, when the credit 
extension arrangement expired. 

Last summer the British found 
themselves, again facing the possibility 
that they would be compelled again 
to borrow in. the American money 
market in order te sustain sterling ex- 
chinge. There was an alternative, 
however, which was te induce the 


‘United States te reduce its re-discount 


rate and start money flowing again to 
London, where the higher rate would 
attract funds. That would operate to 
sustain the pound sterling and obviate 
ng necessity ef borrowing to sustain 
t. 
This is exactly what Sir Montagu 
Norman accomplished. He took the 
precaution to organize an alliance for 
the purpose of his mission, bringing 
to America with him the heads of the 
German and French central banks who

I found both men 
and women who were sure that our 
young. people are fast becoming uwni- 
versal drunkards and immoral degen- 
erates, but who could not cite one 
proven case on which to base their 
wholesale verdict.

Hunting for What Ain't. 

During these past months I have 
extended my hunt (for evidence 
throughout the city. It has gone into 
churches, Sunday schools, the colleges 
of the city, public parks, picnics, 
barbecues, young people's assemblies, 
theaters, hotels and restaurants. Some- 
where along that line of social ac- 
tivities one should have been able, in 
the space of a hundred days, to have 
found plenty of evidence to support 
the charge that the young people of 
the city, especially of the higher so- 
cial sort, are drunkards and degen- 
erates! 

That charge is recklessly made and 
is scandalously false. 

In all my experiences throughout 
the city since early June 1 have seen 
just four young men, in separate in- 
stances, who were plainly drank, They 
were being cared for and taken from 
public contact by their friends. There 
was not a girl or woman near any 
one of them. 

During all my observations, indoors 
and outdoors, I have not seen one 
female of any age or social position 
showing the slightest symptom of in- 
toxication. I have not seen man or 
woman, young or old, pouring from a 
flask or bottle, or drinking, at a ta- 
ble in hotel or restaurant.

I have been particularly anxious to 
get reliable census figures on the re- 
puted condition that “every young fel- 
low Was a flask on his hip?!’ 

It was told to me that the young

Those horrific tales in erested ma 
intensely and I determined to learn 
what truth was in them. 

Perhaps half a dozen cases of flask 
party carousals have been given to 
me by reliable persons who knew the 
facts and the actors in them. Those 


eases were sporadic and led to the 


prompt and effectual disciplining of 
the participants. 

But the current gossip that such 
escapades are the custom and nightly 
practice of the general run of Atlan- 
ta’s “younger set” is outrageously ex- 
ageerated and wholly libellous. 

Personally, I feel a deep joy in 
knowing that young Atlanta is far 
and away better in morals and be- 
havior than that old wench, Dame 
Rumor, would have the world believe 
them to be.

Good, safe liquor is harder to iden- 
tify and much more expensive than

ByConference 


Penalty Changed on Rulé 
Affecting Shift and Hud-— 
dle Plays. |

Clearwater, Fla., September 2S... 
(P)—Southern conference foothall 
players will not be bothered with the 
danger of an impending touchdown 
when a fumbled punt rolls across the 
goal line this season. The Southerg 
Conference Football Officials’ associae 
tion has decided that such an occum 
rence will be ruled either a safety og 


a touchback. 

This interpretation, differing radie 
cally with the view of the national 
committee’s rule as taken by the east. 
ern officials, was adopted at a closed 
hearing of the association in Atlanta 
Monday. Harry Springer, chairman, 
today made public this interpretation 
along with others adopted. 

Under the new rules of the national 
committee the ball would Le given to 
the team ao player last touched it 
and the ball placed in play at the 
spot where it was touched. This ine 
terpretation obviously averts the dane 
ger of touchdowns in cases where th@ 
ball is touched in close proximity tq 
the goal. Mr. Springer points out. 

Shift and Huddle Penalty. 

The Southern association also hag 
interpreted the rules affecting the shif¢ 
and huddle to mean a five-yard pens 
alty when only one man is in moe 
tion when the ball is snapped. This 
action is based on a section of the 
rules which provides such penalty 
when .a backfield man is walking toe. 
ward the end of the line. More than 
one man in motion, however, will be 
construed as a shift and the l5-yarg . 
penalty assessed. 

The national committee’s ruling for 
a five-yard penalty in case of Welay 
of more than 30 seconds in putting 
the -ball in motion after play n 
easily be gaged by the referees in the 
Southern conference. The officials 
have decided that the count of the “30 
seconds” will start when the referee 
has placed himself in position to judge 
the play. 

A liberal interpretation has bee 
taken of the committee’s rules provide 
ing that time shall not be taken out 
for substitutions during the last twa 
minutes of either half by the team 
im possesrion of the ball; Mr. Springs 
er says the southern officials havd 
decided that such time will not be 
taken out in case the team possessing 
the ball is in the lead. On the other 
hand, if it is trailing the time would 
be allowed. 

Backward Pass. 

As for the backward pass, that rulé 
will mean to southern conference play- 
er’ that a ball touched but not gained 
b) a player shall belong to the team 
which made the pass. at the spot it 
touched the ground. This will apply 
whether the ball strikes the playing 
field or behind the defensive goal 
line. Mr. Springer says. 

The officials also drew up a list 
of suggestions to coaches in regards 
to the playing field. They follow: 

The marking of the field will be 
much improved by placing markers on 
each goal line and by marking on al- 
ternate chalk lines a white cross- 
cheek at the 15-yard point from the 
sidelines for use when the ball is 
being brought in from out-of-bounds. 

bag of sand or pillow covered 
with bright-colored cloth should be 
placed outside the intersection of goal 
lines and side lines, serving as mark- 
lines. 

A caution is called to cases where 
an offside player touches the ball and 
leaves it as a-loose ball, pointing out 
that the referee must give opponents 
full opportunity to play the ball be- 
fore he sounds his whistle or declares 
it “‘dead.’’

Is No “Squawker.” 


The former ruler of the fistic 
sphere, still bearing the scars cf Tun- 
ney’s victory, made it plain that he 
was “no squawker, never had been 
a squawker,” and would end his 
fighting career “giving full credit 
every time to any man who can lick 
me.” Jack also spiked reports that 
trouble had risen between him and 
Leo P, Flynn, his manager, over yvo- 
ciferous protests of Tunney’s victory 
that have come from the Dempsey 
camp since the $2,658,660 battles on 
Soldier field last Thursday night 

“Leo is my pal,” Jack said, “and

T0 OPEN TUESDAY 


‘Washington. September 28.—(4)— 
Mobilization of more than 400 dele- 
gates and representatives of 60 na- 
tions and 90 radio operating compa- 
nies is progressing here in prepara- 
tion for the opening next Tuesday of 
the long-deferred integnational radio 
telegraphic conference.” 

The conference is the outgrowth of 
an invitation extended by the United 
States in 1912; at the time of the 
London radio conference, where the 
radio convention and _ regulations, 
which will be the chief subject of the 
Washington conference, were formu- 
lated. It then was recognized, how- 
ever, that with radio science in its 
infancy, these regulations and possibly 
the policy of each government in deal- 
ing with radio communication mat- 
ters, would have to be modernized at 
an early date, but the world war and 
subsequent disruption of world affairs 
prevented the calling of the moderni- 
zation conference until this year. 

Changes Suggested. 

All of the countries concerned have 
been asked to suggest changes in the 
1912 regulations, and the Washington 
government, as sponsor of the confer- 
ence, has mapped out proposals for 
limiting the effect of any international! 
a strictly to question of zgov- 
ernmertal policy in exercising control 
by legislation or otherwise of radio 
companies, 

All questions of practical opera- 
tions. would be left to the companies 
themselves to be made effective by 
contractural relations -between the 
companies themselves, The American 
point of view, which represents also 
the views of a minority group of na- 
tions which have a similar national 
policy, grows out of the fact that ra- 
dio establishments of the United 
States are privately owned and op- 
erated. 

Allocation of Lengths. 


An essential part of the -work of 
the conference will have to do with 
allocation of radio wave lengths in 


interference with communications due 
to multiple use of particular wave 
lengths, but also to prévent interna- 
tional friction due to _ interference. 
While wave-length allocation will be 
on an international basis, the con- 
ference must consider to what extent 
purely domestic use of any particu- 
lar frequency band may trespass upon 
interchange of an international char- 
acier, 

The conference also will attempt to 
write a code of procedure in the 
wholly new field of communications 
between aircraft and radio stations 
afloat or ashore. It.will, in addition, 
consider an exhaustive repurt pre- 
pared by a commission of the inter 
natioval telegraphic conference on 
code words in an attempt to stard- 
ardize code practice and save time 
in transmission.

Aside from the Iowa _ report, 
a bear influence on corn today was 
much undoing of spread trades, with 
corn being sold against simultaneous 
purchases of wheat. 

The effect naturally was to depress 
corn values and to give the wheat mar- 
ket a lift. 

Higher temperatures today over the 
greater portion of the corn belt tend- 
ed further to bring about a set-back 
in corn prices. the other hand, 
an unofficial forecast of a widespread 
killing frost October 2 attracted con- 
siderable notice at times.

FLORIDA TOURIST 
RATE CUT GRANTED 


Certain “concessions” on railroad 
passenger rates to Florida and the 
Gulf coast, beginning October 13, were 
granted Wednesday by the Southeast- 
ern Passenger association, representing 
all southeastern railroads, after hear- 
ing the application of the Florida 
travel bureau. 


An announcement Wednesday night 
by W. H. Howard, chairman of the 
association, said. that the carriers had 
decided to establish an experimental 
rate of one and a half fare for round 
trips, effective only on each Thursday, 
to all points in Florida and the Gulf 
coast section, to remain in effect until 
December 1. 


The limit on such return trips would | 
be 15 days. 

The Florida organization, acting 
with a view toward extending the tour- 
ist season in that state, had applied 
for daily excursion rates from Novem- 
ber 1 until December 1. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Howard 
that the concession in rates was not: 
as great as the Florida delegation had 
urged in a two-hour executive’ hear- 
ing, but that certain benefits would 
be realized under the the yaad 
recular winter tourist rates which be- 
come effective October 1. 

He emphasized that the action was 
merely an experimental measure by 
the carriers. 

Representatives of the Florida 
travel -bureau who appeared at the 
hearing had left the city Wednesday 
and could not be reached for comment 
on the decision.

GOVERNOR RITCHIE. 
As Interviewed by Robert z 
People make the issues in polities, | 

and parties are effective agencies only 

when they undertake a_ straightfor- 

'watd diseussion of those issues, in the 

opinion of en Albert C. Ritchie, 

of Maryland. | 

“What purpose do we serve: when 
we say prohibition ‘shall not be. a) 
political issue when it is the thing | 
about which the American: people are 
thiyking and talking more today than 
any other topic?’ inquired the only 
third-term governor in the history 
of the Maryland free state. 

Governor Ritchie is a wet. As the 
outstanding “champion of the Jeffer- 
sonian theory of government, his de- 
mands for decentralization of govern- 
mental authority and restriction of 
federal bureaucracy have made Boag 
prominent among democratic »residen- 
tial possibilities. 

“Constitutional prohibition is an 
aspect of the centralization of pewer 
in Washington,” Governor Ritchie de- 
clared. “It is an attempt to have a 
federal bureau or unit regulate the 
social habits of the American people. 

“As such it must be considered in 
connection with the whole vicious 
tendency of recent years whereby fed- 
eral centralization has devitalized the 


original theory of our government and | 
federal bureaucracy has usurped the, 
powers and functions of the states. 
Calls It Legislation of Morals. 
“Constitutional prohibition is_ part 
and parcel of the system whereby it 
is attempted to hand over to the fed- 
eral bureaus, commissions and boards 
the regulation of the life, liberty and 
happiness of our people. Aside ‘rom 


has sprung from this. same fervor to 
standardize human conduct efforts of 
bureaucracy to tell mothers how to | 
rear their children and Waren, hace: 
how to bake mince pies. 

“We have federal supervision over | 
roads, agriculture, health, education, 

infant hygiene, domestic 
science and what-not. ‘The proposed 
twentieth amendment, admirable as 
were the aims sought to Le attained, 
proposed federal control over the em- 
ployment of every child of 18 or un- 
ier 

“The proposed federal department 
of education would take from the 
state arid focal communities, which 
know best the educational require- 
ments of their own children, the choice 
of studies, and have some bureau chiéf 
in Washington decide. 

“These things are part of the same 
dangerous centralization as was at- 
tempted through the medium of the 
eighteenth amendment. Of all those 
issnes the men and women of the 
United States are interested most in 
prohibition. 

“Is is not fundamental democratic 
doctrine to uphold ‘and struggle for 
the states’ rights theory? What is 
the use cnutelave of our saying that 
we will be or that we wont have pro- 
hibition for an issue?” 

Issue Which Must be Met. 

“Do you believe prohibition to be 
such an issue as likely to dominate 
the democratic national convention to 
fhe exclusion of all other issues? 
the governor was asked. 

“No, I do not,” he replied. “I say 
that it is an issue in politics. ] say 
we will have to meet it whether we 
will or not.. I am ready to meet it. $y 

“Do you think the party must do 
so?”

Gary ie. September 28.—City 
‘and school officials, having failed in 
their efforts to induce Emerson High 
school strikers, now numbering 1, 
to return to their classes, the problem 
today was placed in the hands of mein- 
bers of the student council. 

Since the strike began Monday as 
a protest against the appearance of 
24 colored students in the high school, 
feeling has run high in Gary and po- 
li¢e redoubled their precautions against 
a possible outbreak, especially in the 
colored distri 

Three mass Meetings of negroes were 
broken up before speakers could 
heard. hree machine gun squads 
are patrolling the city. 

The striking students held a riotous 
meeting in the school auditorium this 
morning and voted to remain out in- 
definitely. Backed by their parents, 
‘they insisted that their demands be 
fulfilled, although Superintendent of 
Schools William A. Wirt told them it 
was legally impossible to transfer the 
negro students. Despairing of argu- 
ment with the strikers, who booed 
down their principal, A. EK. Spaulding, 
at one point in the meeting, the city 
officials appealed to the students’ com- 
mittee, composed of four strikers and 
two students who had elected to re- 
main in school. 

The youths met in solemn conclave 
and debated the problem while the 
eity held its breath in fear of. possible 
disturbances. 

The chairman of the committee was 
Winfield Eschelman, star swimmer, 
and usually eredited with being the 
leading spirit behind the strike. The 
other members were Jack Keener, 
cheer leader; Sam Chase, member of 
the debating team; Edward Pearson, 
William Rutherford, Walter Boyston 
and Leon Nelson.
